THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES.

Text of the Lesson, Josh. lii, 7-17.
Memory Verses, 12, 13—Golden Text,
Isa. xli, 10—~Commentary by Rev, D.
M. Stearns.

In our lust lesson we saw Joshua
speclally commissloned and encourng-
el as lsrael’'s new leader. The re-
malnder of the chapter told of his re-
minder to the Renbenltes, the Gudites
and the half tribe of Manasseh,. who
had recelved their inheritance under
Moses on the east of Jordan, that they
should leave thelr wives, thelr fami-
les nnd thelr enttle and cross the Jors
dan with thelr brethren until they, too,
should receive their Inheritunce,

The two and a half tribes stood by
thelr agreement and encovraged Josh-
va with good words. It is worth not-
ing that the oft gquoted text, "Be sure
your sin will find you out” (Num, xxxil,
23), is In connection with the possible
failure of the two and a balf tribes to
help thelr brethren to find rest. It
may well apply to bellevers who fall
to carry the Bread of Life to those
who have never heard of Him., Chap-
ter i tells us of Rahab, her falth in
the God of Israel, her kindnoess to the
two sples. her desire for the safety of
her household and her promptness In
binding the scavlet line in her window
(i, 11.313, 18, 21). Honoruble mention
of her is found in Heb, xi, 81; Jys.
il, 23-25., She hectme the mother of
Bonz, who warried Ruth, aud therefore
the great.grandmother of David (Matt,
1, 5; Ruth iv, 21, 22),

It is possible that Balmon, her hus-
band, may have been one of the two
sples whom' she hid. She certainly
Hed, and her sin Is not excused or
overlooked, but she truly repented, and
there Is forgiveness for all Such,

Josh, 11 tells of the passing through
Jordan, and chapter Iv tells of the
twelve stones set up in the bed of Jor
dan and st Gllgal.,  We must ever keep
in mind the resson why of all God's
denlings with Israel, “That all the peo-
ple of the earth might kuow the hand of
the Lord, that It s milghty, aml that
they might fear the Lord God of Israel™
(Josh, v, 24; see nlso 1 Kings, viil, 43,
a0; II Kings, xlx, 19; Ps, cvi, 8),

It bellevers were living to honor the
Lord more would testify as Rahal did,
“l know, * * * for we huve heard,
* * * the Lord yvour God:; He 18 God In
bheaven above aml jn the earth Dbe-
nenth” chapter 11, 8-11). The central ab-
ject of our two lesson chapters today
fs “the ark of the covenant of the Lord
of all the earth” (i, 11), mentioned
ten times in chapter [ii and seven times
in chapter iv, The central person Is the
Hving God (i, 10y, who s called by
that name at least seven tlmes (Deut,
v, 26; 1 S8am, xvil, 26; 11 Kings xix, 4,
Hos. §, 10; Matt, xvl, 16; I Thess |, 9,
and in our lesson).

The great event Iz the
through Jordan on dry land, The
great human Instrument 18 Joshun,
concerning whom the Lord sald, *This
day will I begin to magnify thee in the
sight of all Israel, that they may know
that 08 I was with Moses 80 1 will be
with thee" (iii, 7). ,Those who honor
the Lord He will honor,

This I8 avother thind dny story
(verse 2; see also ii, 16, 22), It may not
appeinl to some, but to me all safety
and victory are associnted with the
greatest third day event in all history,
the resurrection of our Lord from the
dead, for If He be not risen all s vain,

Jordan slguifles river of judgment.
The twelve stones of Gllgal suggest
risen with Christ, all reproach rolled
away (v, 0). The ark of the covenant
was the most remarkable type of Christ
in the whole tabernacle, although every
whit of It spoke of Hlm, What could
be more suggestive of all safety de-
pending upon Christ than the ark upon
the shoulders of the priests Iu the
midst of Jordan untll everything was
finlshed and all the people were clean
passed over? (v, 10, 11.)

The priests who bore the ark had to
step into the water before the watery
stood up upon & heap on the one side
and ran off to the Dead sea on the oth-
er (verses 15-17). 'This must have been
a trial of thelr faith, unllke the divid-
fng of the Red sea, which seems to
have divided before the people came
actually to it

As we go in lfe’s journey our falth
should be ever lncreasing, but He al-
ways deals with us as we ure able,
though longing ofttimes that we might
have greater falth and grieved by our
little falth, as He often was with His
disciples (Matt, vi, 80; vili, 26; xlv, 81;
xvi, 8). while the only two who pleased
Him by great faith were the Romaun
#enturion and the woman of Tyre and
Sidon, both gentlles. It is profitubile
to notice that they were to watch the
ark that they might know the way by
which they should go (i, 8, 4), and we
are remloded of our instructions In
Heb, xil, 1, 2, to run with patience,
looking unto Jesus and to consider Film
who endured. In the summer of 1873
I heard n sermon on the last clause of
verse 4 at Bt. Catharines, Canada, “For
yo have not passed this way heretor
fore,” which has been a blessing to
me ever since,

It is certalnly good for & new year
or any new departure, but it is equally
good for every day of life, for every
day Is an untrodden way, and we nev-
er kuow the way and peed to acknowl-
edge Hiim in all our ways that He may
direct our paths, for it Is not in wan
that walketh to direct his steps (Prov.
M, 0; Jor. x, 2. _

Ing of overwhelming power from had
den  sources, Dut  today aligned
agninst ench other nre two figures that
commind the attention of the civilized
world, They are Victoriano Huerta and
General Venusationo Coarransy.

Huerta as  provisional - president
faced the most forceful revelution in
the republic’s history when General
Carranza, governor of the state of Coa-
hulln, deeclaring hinself the constitu-
tionally elected president of the coun-
try. declared war upon the faction
churged vepentedly with responsibility
for the assassination of President Ma
dero,

Both Huertn and Carranza are mill-
tary men reared In the Porfirlo Diaz
gchool. HMuoerta received his milltary
tralning ns o menmber of the Chapulte
pee cadets, an orgunizntion similarly
constituted to the West Polnt of the
United Stotes, ITe early demonstrated
that he wns a born soldier. He was
elghteen when Porfirlo Dinz appointed
him. then a resident of Chihonahua, to
noendetship,  ITe passed four yeara In
the military school and then jolned a
const reghment

But in 1802, at the age of thirty-five,
he emerged once more ng o man who
had served twolve yonrs of active, rou-
tine nrmy life and with the rank of
lientenant eolonel in command of a
military gfaffon,

Farseeing, Merciless Strategy.

e had many adventures with brig-
nuds, and one of them happencd to be
n turning point In his career, says a
writer In the New York PPress. On a
ertnin day he was riding throngh o
mountain pags, accompanied by two or
three of his military fomily, when a
croup of men sprang out of the under-
hirush, ecoversd them with rifles and
#iledd on them to surrender.

A man less able than Huoerta might
mnde resistunce ITe did not
“Tis mind leaped far ahend to a possl-
e denouement worth while, and, prob-
ibly to the fnner disgust of his com-
pamons, he surrendersd nt once with-
ottt even i show of fight.

Pleasel as conld he. the higzhwny-
men admitted that they were part of
Zeenza's bandits and conducted the
distingushed poizoners to Zegaza's hut,
nnl there after a brief parley Zegazn
mnde a proposition whereby Huerta
wonld recelve materin]l benefits If he
would keep Zegnza Informed of the
ilnys when IMuerta’s soldiers would he
dheent from o nelghboring village,
leaving It unprotected.

“Let me know In advance” sald
Zogaza, “when you are golog to send
your troops away from the village to
patral surrounding country, and on
such days my band will quietly drop
Into the villuge, take any winea, food
and money we may be in need of and
depart without the necessity of kfling
any villagers or putting you to the
trouble of fighting uvs."

UPHELD BY THE DEALERS

Association Favors Standardization of
Forelgn Cereals by Government.

Representatives of the National
Graln Dealers' association have for-
mally notified BSecretary Houston of
the department of agricnlture in
Washington that the organlzation
favored the government's proposed
standardizutdon of forelgn grades,

The adoption of the new grades by
the association was over the protest
of representatives of the Baltlmore
chamber of commerce, who declared
that the promulgation of the new
grades would serionsly affect thele ex-
port trade, the largest in the country,

Many of the speakers at a hearing
recently, while favoring the proposed
grades, urged modificutions.

In place of the government's pro
posed No. B corn, with & molsture con-
tent of 17.0 per cent, they urged the
substitution of a grade to bhe eanlled
“standard” and making the govern-
ment's proposed No. 4 & No. 3 with
a molsture test of 10.5 per cent. This,
they polnted out, would leave the pres-
ent grudes practically unchanged and
would give the producer an incentive
to produce n “standard” grain with a
moisture test of 17.5 per cent.

In view of the action of the Grain
Denlers' nssoclation, agricultural de-
partment officials expect no other leg-
Islntion, aside from the pure food law,
will be needed for enforcing the new
grades, which will be promulgited soon,

News of this sharp, quick, strategic
| action reached President Ding, who
Fad kept his eye on Huertn ever since
as a lnd he entered the military schonl
at Chapuitepec, Soon Lientenant Colo-
| nel Huertn wns ordered to report nt
the paloce in Mexico City, Thither he
went and was told to choose what post
be lked best under the war depart-
ment,

Knows Every Inch of Mexico,

Hizs cholce was not thnt of com
manding a garrison in a clty where he
conld attend dinners and balls and
where he could see the drama, assop-
clate with Interesting men and meet
chuarmlng women. Instend of such n
post he chose to be appointed chief of
the geographical department—to the
surprise of all who dld not kuow him
well.

And as soon as possible he ngaln de-
parted from Mexleo City, and for an-
E pther perlod of ten long years he was
| pogaged in golog from one end of Mex
Ieo to another, studying the loeation
of rivers, platenus, mountaln ranges,
surveying hundreds*and thonsinnds of
square miles and becoming intimately
nequalnted with every nook and eran-
| ny and water
]munll'y until, when he once more
| emerged In 1002, he probably possess
ed more intimate personnl knowledge
of Mexico than any other Iving man.

He finished this survey nnd map-
making work with the ronk of n brig-
adier general,

Bravery Unquestioned.

Genernl Huerta was born In Chi-
huahua about sixty years ago, He is
married and has several children,

In personality General Huertn I8 n
mnan of strong will and a severe dls-
ciplinarian, While recently the state-
ment hns been made that his supre
macy in the Mexlean government has
made him wenlthy; on the other hand.
he is sald to be comparatively poor.
His personal bravery ls unquestioned,
as Indicated by his act in saving a
small community of foreign resldents
from rebel attack while In command
of the southern troops under Presi-
dent Dinz, With but a few accompa-
nying him, General Huerta rode
through the rebel lHpnes in an automo-
blle and returned at the head of a
force sufficlent to drive off the attack-
ing body.

]Bknlaton of Horned Dinosaur
earthed In Alberta, Canada,

Enongh bones of the monoclonius,
or horoped dinosaur, have at last been
unearthed from the Red Deer river re-
glon In Alberta, Canada, to form the
first complete skeleton of the prehis-
torle creature, Barnum Brown of the
staff of the American Museum of Nat-
ural History, in New York city, has
Just returned with a carload of bones
of the dinosaur and other mammoth
anfmals which fourlshed In the Red
Deer river reglon some 3,000,000 years
ago, It 1s estimated.

Fragments of the bones which now
mako up the first complete akeleton of
the monoclonius were first discovered
In 1876, The skeleton complete shows
that the creature stood sabout five feet
high and was fifteen feet long.

ldes the monoclonius there were
found parts of three new species of the
horned dinosaur sand sufficlent material
to complete the skeleton of an anky-
losaurus, a welrd creature, which had
a cont resembling n sult of armor and
enrried & sort of club at the end of its
tall, The discoveries made the di-
nosaurus colleetion of the Natural His-
tory museum the finest of the sort in
the world
